•Experimental Fnrmn Will Be Con- 


ducted In the Southvrent—Paranltes 
Are to Be Imported From the Home 
of the "Weevil In Endeavor to De- 
ntroy the Insect. 


Tbe secretary of agriculture, James 
Vilson, has approved the plans for the 
otton, boll weevil investigation in the 
outhwest, for which a special appro- 
bation of $250,000 has been made 
vailable, says a Washington special 
o the St. Louis Republic. 
Secretary Wilson believes that the 


>est method for meeting the ravages 
aused by the boll weevil will be to 
ut into actual practice the facts which 
iave been accumulated by the depart- 
ment during the last two years in the 
natter 'of improving cultural condi- 
ions, the planting ,of early maturing 
arieties of cotton, substitution of oth- 
r crops, etc. The plans approved, 
which were submitted by Dr. B. T. 


•alloway, chief of the bureau of plant 
ndustry, and'Dr. Howard, chief of the 
division of entomology, embody the f ol- 
owing lines of investigation: 
Farmers' co-operative demonstration 


work will involve the organization of 
armers in Texas and adjacent states 
n such a way as to secure the cultiva- 
ion of tracts of cotton under specific 
nstructions from the department of 
agriculture. Thus a definite working 
plan will be given to each farmer, the 
'armer himself to furnish the seed and 
fertilizers if such are required. These 
acres of cotton will serve as object les- 
sons and -will be planned to show the 
practicability of growing cotton despite 
he presence of the weevil. Similar 
vork will be carried on in Louisiana, 
where the weevil has not yet advanced. 
It is planned to have 8,000 or 10,000 
'armers engaged in this work. 
Breeding and selection work will 


have for its object the improvement of 
present varieties of cotton/with a view 
:o making them more prolific 
and 


arlier, so as to prevent the ravages of 
the weevil. Tbe work will be conduct- 
ed'on experimental farms, which will 


:' selected with due respect to cli- 


matic, soil and other conditions. 


The bill making the appropriation di- 


rects the secretary to investigate other 
insects and diseases, and one serious 
malady which will receive attention is 
the so called cotton root rot 
This 


work will be in the direction of secur- 
ng immune varieties by selection and 
weeding and the testing of types that 
ilready have been selected. 


Diversification of ^crops is considered 


one of the most important lines of 
work and will have for its object dem- 
onstration work in the direction of 
growing crops other than cotton and 
of forage crops with cotton. Jiversi- 
fieation farms will be secured by co- 
operation with the farmers themselves. 
Thirteen of these farms will be locat- 
ed in Texas, five in Louisiana, three in 
Mississippi and several in other cotton 
growing states. 


The foregoing work will be looked, 


after by the bureau of plant industry. 
The division of entomology will con- 
tinue its investigations on experiment 
farms. Thirteen farms for the growing 
of cotton will be located in Texas, and 
the investigations conducted will have 
for their object the determination of 
numerous questions relative to com- 
bating the boll weevil, which have not 
yet been definitely settled. The ques- 
tion of the effect of fertilizers on the 
early maturing of cottons will be con- 
sidered. It is planned that these farms 
shall embrace about 100 acres each. 


Investigations of parasites in the 


original home of the weevil will be 
made, the object being to introduce 
these parasites into Texas, with the 
hope of securing 
the 
destruction 


through them of the boll weevil. 
In- 


spection of cotton products, their fumi- 
gation and general expenses attending 
the certification required' by state laws 
will be another line of work conduct- 
ed by the entomologist « 


Investigations into the life history 


and habits of the weevil and for the 
jceneral testing of poisons and machines 
will also be made. This work will be 
carried on necessarily in the boll weevil 
infested district Investigations ot oth- 
er disease Ihnn the cotton boll •weevil, 
including the destructive cotton boll 
worm, which is one of the most serious 
pests in several southern cotton grow- 
ing states, will be carried on. 


The organization of the work on the 


co-operative demonstration farms bas 
begun under the charge of Dr. S. A. 
Knapp, who is now in Texas.

trict around Hopkins place and then 
all the buildings on both sides of Bal- 
timore street from Howard to Holiday 
street, from Charles arid Baltimore to 
Charles, and Lexington and Fayette 
street from Charles to Holiday, includ- 
ing the most modern.and substantial 


buildings in Baltimore. 


Since • about C o'clock,, When,, dark- 


ness came, the fire department, al- 
though aided. by engines 'from Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, Wilmington, and 
the surrounding suburbs, lias been ut- 
terly powerless to make an effective 
resistance to the consuming elements, 
though ,for hours as many as 
400 


streams of water were thrown on' the 
fire. 


Indeed so terrific has been the heat 


ever since the fire started, and so 
dense and suffocating- is the volume of 
flying sparks and burning cinders that 
it was difficult for the firemen to stand 
long within fighting distance of the 
flames, while early iii the 
afternoon 


several trucks and engines were hope- 
lessly disabled by timbers. 


At 7 o'clock the situation was so <7es- 


perate'that Chief Horton decided that 
the only thing left to do was to dyna- 
mite buildings ot threatened points and 
thus prevent, as far as possible, a fur- 
ther spreading of the flames. In pur- 
suance of this plan a number of build- 
ings on South Charles street between 
German and Lombard were, blown up. 


Subsequently the splendid structure 


of J. W. Putts & Co., at Charles and 
Fayette streets, was dynamited and 
then the Daily Record building, Ross' 
drug store and others. But this heroic 
remedy merely delayed 
but did not 


seriously impede the onward march, of 
the conflagration, and for two hours or 
more the fire department saoppecl prac- 
tically helpless and resourceless ia the- 
face of-the roaring furnaces which sent 
their fierce tongues 'two hundred feet 
into the air.' 


,,When this, morning broke over the 


stricken "ci'ty Of-'Baltimo're' which; ofh- 
er than the flaming billow of fire which, 
hovered like a demon over the finan- 
cial and business center, had been one 
of total darkness, the people had not 
realized the frightful loss they had sus- 
tained. The conflagration which has 
been raging from tea o'clock Sunday 
morning, worked with an irreproach- 
able determination' to wipe out the en- 
•tire city. Not the effort of man to 
stem the flood of fire can avail. Only 
the hand of divine providence can si- 
lence the fearful scourge. 


All night long 


the fire limits,

the policemen and firemen, were ex- 
hausted from -their fourteen hours of 
steady fire fighting. The militia and 
regulars who were called out to pre- 
serve order and to guard the stores 
from possible pillage, were spell bound 
by the grandeur of the mighty flame?

Magnificent "fire proof" 
buildings costing hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars were as easy prey to 
the fiery demon as the storage houses 
and oil plants on the water front At 
midnight reinforcements from Harris- 
burg, Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
Washington had arrived. The infusion 
of new men into the conflict, however, 
was without avail.

The farmers are a class conservative 


in their views, and slow to move. They 
do all their thinking tirst and their 
talking afterwards. The farmers of 
this country have been reading and 
thinking about road improvement and 
the best way to secure that much-de- 
sired result. They have considered the 
burden of local taxarion and labor as 
the means of building good rords, and 
have found this long-tried plan to be a 
failure, except in limited 
localities.

National policy for the im 
provement of highways, and the ap 
propriation by Congress of a "libera 
amount to establish a comprehensive 
system of road improvement through 
the co-operation of the Federal and 
State Governments ,sugesting that the 
general features of what is termed the 
Browlow Bill embody the essential fea 
lures of such a policy. 


"Resolved. That we call upon at

Granges to take prompt and vigorous 
action upon this important matter, and 
we hereby authorize the Legislative 
Committee of the National Grange to 
inaugurate and conduct an aggressive 
campaign in securing Federal aid fo 
improvement cf highways. Also tha 
our Legislative Committee be author 
ized to gather all the information pos 
sible regarding the road laws and sys- 
tems of road building in the pxil-lished 
in such form as the Committee deems 
best."

NEEDS OF THE ISLANDS OUTLINED 


American Hostility to Nutive Preteii- 


Hloua—UH CuUfc«-«—Tlie Labor 
tiou and I'TtiifrvtHt 
of llie 


Differing- From Otlier Oriental 1'eo- 
jjlen, the- FIUyliioH Ycnrn I'or Lib- 
erty Una Free Government. 


Before leaving the Philippines to as- 


sume tbe duties of secretary of war 
Governor William II. Taft delivered an 
iddress before the Union Heading col- 
ege of Manila, Dee. 17, I'JOU. The gov- 
ernor's main theme was ''The Philip- 
pines For the Filipinos.'' He spoke in 
part as follows: 


What is meant by the principle, "the 


Philippines for the Filipinos';" 
Only 


this, that every measure, whether in 
the form of law or an executive order, 
before its adoption should be weighed 
in the light of this question, L)oes it 
make for the welfare of the Filipino 
people or does it not? If it does not 
make for the welfare of the Filipino 
people then it ought not to be enacted 
or executed. The doctrine as interpret- 
ed in the light of these authoritative 
declarations assumes that the Filipino 
people are of future capacity but not 
of present fitness for self government. 


Does the doctrine exclude the en- 


couragement of American enterprise, 
the American investment of capital in 
these islands? 
Xo; emphatically no. 


There is nothing which Americans can 
bring, and I do not except education or 
a free form of government, which can 
make more for the elevation and civ- 
ilization of the Filipino people than the 
investment of American capital in the 
material development of these islands. 
Civilization follows material develop- 
ment. What the islands are most lack- 
ing are highroads, harbors and mod- 
ern methods of intercommunication. 
If the construction of railroads, the 
inauguration of steamship lines, the 
construction of highways or building of 
port works comes under the definition 
of "exploitation," then that kind of 
exploitation is wholly consistent with 
the principle of "the Philippines for the 
Filipinos'' and is indispensable in car- 
rying out that principle as properly 
understood. Xor is it to be expected 
that capital can be invested here un- 
less it is assured of an adequate return. 
The profit must be large to be propor- 
tioned to the risk run. 
• The idea that the policy of "tbe Phil- 
ippines for the Filipinos'' involves the 
exclusion of Americans or others from 
making money in the islands is as far 
as possible from a reasonable inter- 
pretation of it. The only kind of ex- 
ploitation which can be properly term- 
ed sellish and which is not consistent 
with the principle of "the Philippines 
for the Filipinos" is that which takes 
wealth out of the country or produces 
a condition of profit for Americans 01 
others in the country at the expense 
of the people of the Philippines and 
without conferring upon them auj 
benefit. For instance, suppose the con- 
gress of the United States were to 
adopt a law which forbade interisland 
trade except in ships constructed in 
United States territory and thereby 
reduced the carrying trade to one-half 
its carrying capacity, increasing the 
freight rates exorbitantly and confer- 
ring profit only on Americans interest- 
ed in that trade. That I would say 
was sellish exploitation of the most 
detestable character. 


In carrying out the principle, "the 


Philippines for the Filipinos," in re 
spect to any measure, the question is 
Is it for the welfare of the Filipino 
people? The doctrine does not include 
necessarily the independence of the 
Filipinos nor any particular degree o) 
autonomy. 
It .is entirely consistent 


with tbe principle to object to an im- 
mediate extension of popular govern 
ment on the ground that we are going 
too fast for the political digestion of 
the people and that it is not, therefore 
for their good. Whether an autonomy 
or i> Jependent-e or «juasi independence 
shall ultimately follow in these islands 
ought to depend solely on the question 
Is It best for the Filipino people ant 
their welfare? It is Jny sincere belief 
that wucu America shall have dis 
charged her duty toward the Philip 
nines, sbal^bave reduced the tariff ,ind 
made the commercial bonds betweei 
the two countries close and profit giv- 
ing to both, the Filipino's w:H lore tbe 
association with the mother country 
und will i>e the last to desire a sever 
anee of those ties.

(lio hostile Kplrit with which tho denial 
of th«.- insurgents of the right to loot 
the city of Manila was received by 
them, the .sneers and contempt with 
which they visited the AUK-riciiii troops 


the outbreak of February. 1000, 


and the subsequent warfare, attended, 
as it -uas, especially In the guerrilla 
part of it. vith ambuscades, treachery 
and cruelty, all tended to create a bit- 
terness of feeling on tho part of th« 
soldiers toward their Filipino oppo- 
nents that could not but be shared in 
by the Americans who were in the is- 
lands at that time, it was only natu- 
ral, therefore, that every defect, every 
weakness, of the Filipino character 
should be dilated upon by the Ameri- 
can soldiers and by those who accom- 
panied them. The Anglo-Saxon is not 
noted for his courtesy; he is not noted 
for his consideration for races which 
he considers inferior to bis. Counting 
upon the secret enmity of every Fili- 
pino that he met, it is not surprising 
that he should treat the Filipino ac- 
cordingly. 


With respect to tbe possibility of ob- 


taining satisfactory labor from the Fili- 
pinos I have only to say this—that ex- 
)eriments have shown that those who 
lave gone about the matter systemat- 
cally and have attempted to find out 
what the native needs to keep him eon- 
tant in his attendance upon work have 
>een successful, so that, wages consid- 
n-ed, his work has been fairly satis- 


ctory. Hut it is very certain that be- 


ore satisfactory labor can be obtained 
roni him he must be under the control 
if a master who understands him. 
I 


mow the disposition of most Ameri- 
cans here is to open the doors and- let 
n the Chinese so that we may have 
Chinese cheap labor in the islands, but 
I am emphatically opposed to the gen- 
eral policy of admitting the Chinese, 
first, because the Filipinos have the 
strongest opinion that it will b'e for 
lieir detriment, and, second, because I 
believe the history of tbe Straits Set- 
tlements shows that it will not be for 
.heir prosperity as distinguished from 
the material prosperity of the islands. 
I am opposed to admitting any Chinese 
abor until it shall be made to appear 
that the great works of construction 
which are essential in the islands can- 
not be carried ou satisfactorily with 
Filipino labor. 


Now, I hope I am a reasonable man, 


and 1 am uot disposed to quarrel with 
those with whom I differ. 
AVhen one's 


feelings of enmity are very much 
aroused it is difficult to get the limit 
to the expression of them. 
So it is 


that we have the young lions of the 
American press, of the three newspa- 
pers who are supposed to speak the 
American public opinion in these is- 
lands, holding the Filipino up to con- 
tempt, exposing all his supposed vices 
and giving him no credit whatever for 
any virtues, and it may be that this 
represents the feeling of the majority 
of the resident- Americans in Manila. 
But can we not in the end be just and 
give to the whole Filipino people their 
due? Should we wish the Filipino peo- 
ple to judge of Americans by the 
drunken, truculent American loafers 
who infest the small towns of tbese is- 
lands, living on the fruits of the labor 
of Filipino women aud give us more 
trouble than an3" other element in the 
islands? 
Should we wish the Filipino 


people to judge of American standards 
of honesty by reading the humiliating 
list of American official and unofficial 
defaulters in the islands? I think uot. 


Contrast the Filipinos with other 


Malays and the oriental peoples, and I 
ask you to, name a people offering 
more opportunities for development 
along the lines which American ideals 
require than the people of these is- 
lands. The Mohammedan, the Bud- 
dhist the Chinaman, looks with a 
sense of superiority on the efforts of 
the Christian European nation to bet- 
ter bis condition. He has no desire for 
popular government, no longing for 
individual liberty. He opposes to de- 
velopment of this kind the impene- 
trable wall of disdain and contempt. 
The Filipino people, as a people, have 
breathed in through their educated 
leaders the inspiration of liberty and 
free government. Many of them have 
fought, bled and given up their lives 
in a struggle for independence. It was 
a mistaken struggle, but their sacri- 
fices and their bravery are worthy our 
admiration end bespeak a people ca- 
pable of greater things. Their intense 
desire for education, their apprecia- 
tion of European and American im- 
provements in dress and bodily com- 
forts, their artisiic ambitions, their 
<jUick desire and power to imitate tbe 
pood they see and understand, their 
openness to the reception of new and 
belter things, their political aspirations 
for liberty nnd popular government, 
however Jacking in a political knowl- 
edge of its difficulties nnd real essence 
—all these traits, added to n peculiar 
swini sense and charm, make tbeui a 


lie peculiarly subject to the good 


and developing influence vf n friendly 
nnd sympathetic government ia which 
tlwy nre i:ive;i n gradually 
pnrt nnd justify sn entirely different 
policy in dealing wjih tbem ond pro 
motinz their welfare from that which 
Eneland has found it necessary to 
pursue with ^lohatnnjodsn and Bud 
dhist pofplcs havina neither sympathy 
with TJ<C understanding of modern Eu- 
rfpean ideas.

Wrecks B. fl. East's Drug 


Store in East End. 


Natural Gas Accumulated in The 


Cellar of Store. 


Engineer Karikofe and W. J. Benn Painfnlly Hurt 


While Several Others Were Slightly Injured- 


Mr. East and Clerk Have Narrow Es- 


cape-Story of the Disaster. 


The city of Newark, considering the 


number of years that her 
residents 


have very generally used natural gas 
as a fue!, has been singularly fortu- 
nate in the matter of fatal, or even 
serious explosions. There is hardly 
a""day passes which does not witness 
accidents that are. appalling in their 
results, many of them happening in 
towns about Newark, some of which 
even draw their suiinly from the same 
source as the city of Newark. 


This winter, has seemed to bnng 


forth an unusual number of narrow 
escapes from asphyxiation by escaping 
natural gas in sleeping 
apartments, 


and occasionally there have been m- 
Ptances of personal injury from slight 
explosions of gas. usually 
due to 


carelessness in lighting the ?as after 
it had been turned on. but none have 
been 
serious, nor accompanied by 


any great p.roperty loss. 


From the latter standpoint by far 


(be most disastrous explosion 
that 


ever took r-!aee in Newark from na- 
tural gas was that of last Saturday 
evening in East Main street, in the 
cellar under the F.2St Newark Phar- 
macy, and tne fact that no one was 
seriously hurt, is fortuitous in view 
of the I'ircumstauoes surrounding the 
affair. 


The scene of the "explosion was the 


building owned r-y Dr. A. T. Soesr in 
East Main street. ;ust west 
of 
the 


Pan Handle railroad crossine:. winch 
is a two-story frame structure occu- 
pied by several business firms on the 
ground floor and three families in its 
rooms above. From east to west the 
rooms are occupied by John .Teffers' 
candy, frr.it ar.d tobacco store, the 
East Newark Pharmacy, B. M. Bast 
proprietor; Hugh Pryor's saloon and 
restaurant, and John Brown's gro- 
cery, which is .the western extremity 
of the building and borders on 
the

"Suddenly wbile I was standing 


there." said Mr. East, "the floor 
seemed to raise, the ceilins: to fall, 
and there was a t.c-rril:c crash as the

The force of the explosion 
was

te-rific. and completely 


wrecked the drag store. The entire 
Iront was blown oi't, the floor torn to 
pieces, a great 
number of bottles 


shattered and every thing at all move- 
able was hurled to the floor. A stone 
partition, wall between the drug store 
and fruit store cellars, was literally 
lazed, the heavy stones being scat- 
tered across the latter cellar. Except 
at the two ends r:ot a stone has been 
left on top of another. Across Main 
street the sidev.-p.lks and front yards 
of the residences were littered 
with

crushed it. 


The cause of the explosion was a 


leak in the gas main in front of the 
pharinar-y, under F>ast 
Main 
street, 


^nd those who are directly interested 
in tiio losses fol!c?win_r the explosion 
have no hesitancy in saying that the 
blame lies with the Natural Gas com- 
nany. 


The main service pipe leading from 


the street main, enters the cellar of 
the pharmacy from which ths gas is 
nipec1 to other fir^s used in the build- 
ing. 1-his service Dipe is unusoally

This was par- 
ticularly true of the drug store cellar, 
and about that time, a plumber 
named Harrington went into the cel- 
lar with a torch to do some work, and 
the gas was ignited near the point 
where the pipe enters the cellar, and 
was accompanied 
by a flash. Har- 


rington notified Mr. East of the situ- 
ation and he in turn notified Manager 
Clarence Elliott, who came over with 
his men and made an investigation of 
the conditions. 


Mr. E-ist sayi tlinr Mr. Elhnlt made 


the remark that as the ground was 
frozen hard he would patch the leak, 
and wait until the weather broke up 
when it would be fixed. 


With this he left and those who 


stayed about the building have no- 
ticed the escape of gas into the eel 
lar. That used by the Jeffers 
fruit 


store is open a great deal and the 
proprietor said that it was because of 
the gas, that he left the cellar open. 
The pharmacy cellar is little used ex- 
cept for storing bottles and other ma- 
terials not in constant use.

Saturday evening when the acciden* 
occurred. The break in the main un- 
der the street extended clear around 
the pine near where the service pipe 
joins it.

""ORANGES FROM JAPAN* 


Car I>oad of ibe Fruit Brouiflit to 


America an an Kx]>erlu>«nt. 


A singular couslgprucnt of.produce 


and one that 'may' lie of significance to 
tbf fruit growers of the couiitry was 
receuUy received by the surveyor of 
the port of Kansas City. It is a car 
load of oranges from Japan, the duty 
upon which amounted 1o almost §300. 
The car arrived from the north, hav- 
ing reached its destination by way of 
the Canadian Pacific railway and Its 
southern connections. 
Accompanying 


it was a Jap, says the Kansas City 
World. 


Besides being unique a= a shipment, 


the manner of getting It to Kansas 
City is interesting. As an uncleared 
consignment of importation the or- 
anges came in a bonded car under gov- 
ernment seal. But the routing through 
the northwest made it necessary to 
have a man in attendance to see that 
the car -\\as Uept properly heated. To 
accomplish this without infringing on 
the importation laws a burglar, proof 
cage was constructed in one corner of 
the car lor the occupancy of a man. 
It was in this pen that the little Jap 
made the long journey. 


Oranges from Japan constitute an 


entirely new commodity of commerce 
so far as Kansas City leceipts are con- 
cerned. The shipment received is the 
first of the kind to arrive feinee the 
town became a port of entry. 
It is 


thought that the oranges hare been 
brought to Kansas City for the purpose 
of experiment, just as a few years ago 
a car load of wheat from Odessa, Kus- 
sia, came in and was distributed 
among prominent Kansas farmers for 
seed. The specimens of oraiiges are, 
however, of inferior appearance, being 
not much larger than a lime. The ex- 
pense of importing them is so great 
as to preclude the possibility of estab- 
lishing an American market tor Japa- 
nese oranges. It "is* probable that the 
entire car load has been biought here 
for free distribution by the Japanese 
government.

HI* Pork of flO.OOO Acrei In the Adi- 


rondack* Contains Sixty-four Lake* 
and. Many Beautiful Campd—Ijurge 
Came Prenerven Maintuiued In Uin 
Adirondack and Bt-rkuliire Hill" 
Entitle*. 


The late William C. Whitney, sports- 


man, financier and former secretary of 
the navy, was the owner of two of the 
largest and finest private forest pre- 
serves in the "United States, says the 
Xe\v York Tribune. 
One was known 


as the Whitney park, in the Adiron- 
dacks, mostly in Hamilton county, and 
the other was the October Mountain 
preserve, near Lenox, Mass. Mr. Whit- 
ney's first purchases for his paik in the 
Adirondacks were made about eight 
years ago, when as a member of the 
Hamilton Park club he went into that 
region to hunt and fish. 


The park of 90,000 acres is now of 


great value. Scattered over it are six- 
ty-four 
lakes 
and 
many 
beautiful 


camps. The largest lake is nearly six 
miles long and about two wide, with 
an. elevation of 1,728 feet" above tide. 
There are several islands scattered 
through it. and it has pleasant wind- 


shores well forested. 
In cfaar 


weather the main peaks of the Adiron- 
dacks, forty miles away, stand out 
clearly defined against the eastern hori- 
zon. The surrounding forests have not 
been injured by lire, aud the use of the 
ax has been careful. The daik foliage 
of the conifers extends in every direc- 
tion, and Norway pines are conspicuous 
along the lake and in its vicinity. 


At Little Tupper lake is the lodge of 


the superintendent, 
Ernest 
Halsey 


Johnson. It is a cottage, amply pro- 
vided with fireplaces, cozy sleeping 
apartments, spacious parlors, dining 
rooms and kitchen and is modern in 
all its fittings. Xot far from the lodge 
and facing the lake is a building which 
is interesting because of its historical 
associations. It is the old hotel once 
conducted by riiny Martin, wjio was 
able in the early days of the region to 
attract sportsmen to make the journey 
to Little Tupper lake from Plattsburg, 
a distance of o\ er sixty miles through 
the forest 


There is a remarkable spring near 


fhe falls on the west side of the lake, 
and it • remains a favorite stopping 
place for,guides and sportsmen. 
As 


one leaves Big Tupper lake on the 
journey toward Little Tupper the vista 
over the falls down the lake is said by 
many Adirondack travelers to be with- 
out equal in the whole region. 
The 


Bog river has its source in the Whit- 
ney park aud forms an interesting 
ride. Owing to the discoloration of Its 
water the most remarkable reflections 
may be- seen on its dark, inirrorlike 
surface. Every leaf and tree, tiut -and 
color, mound aud rock along Its shore: 
is reflected on its surface with surpris- 
ing accuracy. 


Leaving the Bog river at the junction 


of the two branches of the stream, the 
boats ascend the left hand stream on 
their way to Little Tupper lake. After 
a short distance there is a carry to 
Round pond, in the Whitney preserve 
a body of water two miles loug. whose 
outline approaches a circle more closely 
than any other of the many ponds aiu 
lakes known by this name. 
From 


Hound pond Little Tupper lake is 
reached by ascending a narrow, crook 
ed inlet called "The Slang," a word 
taken from the guides' vocabulary. I 
winds througb a tamarack swamp- for 
about a mile, and then the boat passes 
under a quaint bridge constructed o: 
bowlders and logs. The inlet and outle 
of Little Tapper lake are only a few 
hundred feet apart. 


While the center of activity is a 


the lodge of the superintendent at Lit 
tie Tupper lake, the finest camps on 
the park are on the Forked lakes. The 
clubhouse on Little Forked is one o: 
the most elaborate of its kind in th( 
woods. The striking beauty of Forket 
lake is its growth of cedar forests. I 
is five miles long and irregular in 
shape, with deep indentations in its 
northern shore, in addition to the pe- 
culiar parting at one point from which 
it gets its name. In addition to the 
cedars, there are many tall white pines 
of the first growth. 


Little Forked lake is far from the 


line of travel, and the wild conditions 
are seldom disturbed, and one often 
sees deer feeding on the shore. A 
large number of men are employed on 
the park throughout the year. 
The 


duties of some of tlicm are to protect 
Ibe shooting and fisliiag from poach- 
ers, and the others are engaged in Inin- 
berlng operations. Telephone •wires 
stretching for miles tliirongh the forest 
connect th«e 3odge of the superintend- 
ent witb the houses of tbe game pro- 
tectors scattered among the lakes and 
ponds on the preserve and the camps 
at Little Forked and Big Forked lakes. 


Tbe lakes and streams teem •with 


flgh. and the supply is kept up by a 
fisli hatchery. The preserve Is overrun 
with deer, and Mr. Whitney sent to it 
larger game, including moose from 
Cannda and beaver. The twenty elk 
turned loose at. Forked lake try the 
utate a few years ago were wdl cared 
for Jn the Whitwy park. In the Whit- 
ney forest* sbout 5,000 OT 0,000 
are cut over each year and <h« «pmee.

Mr. Whitney was the largest proper- 
y owner in Massachusetts. He owned 
10,000 acres of land in Washington. 
...ee und Lenox, in'the Berkshire hills, 
vhere he bud one of the largest game 
n-eserves in the east. Mr. Whitney's 
igents began buying property on Octo- 
jer mouiitalii, one of the most sightly 
pieces in the Berkshire hills, as far 
lack as 1893. So quietly were the pur- 
chases mnde that it w:is not uutil buy- 
ng had been going on for eight months 
hat it became known that some one 
vas attempting to acquire vast hold- 
ngs. In 1S90 an order was sent to his 
Lenox agents for the constrv'-tion of 
i camp on the mountain. It ^as to be 
milt and furni&hed in thirty days. 
With feverish excitement contractors 
>egan work. Hundreds of laborers aud 
carpenters were employed, and by 
working day and night, by the aid of 
calcium lights at night, a large and ex- 
pensive camp was completed in con- 
Tact time. Then came the announce- 
ment from Newport that Harry Payne 
Whitney and his bride, Miss'tJertrude 
Vanderbilt, were to occupy the camp 
on their honeymoon. 


The development of the mountain 
nto a game preserve followed. From 
Jackson's Hole, in Wyoming, car loads 
of elk and blacktail deer were shipped 
:o Lenox. These were followed by buf- 
falo, moose and Angora goats. A quail 
and pheasant breeding farm was estab- 
lished, and for several seasons in the 
fall Mr. and Mrs. Harry Payne Whit- 
ney entertained shooting p"arties on the 
mountain.

Strict Precautions Abroad. 


One result of the Iroquois theater 


disaster iii Chicago is that the scenery, 
dresses and accessories of the Alham- 
bra ballet in London, recently pro- 
duced, are thoroughly fireproof, 'says 
the Chicago Record-Herald.

CATTLE TO MARKET ON SLED 


Dakota, farmer Saves Loss of Fleah 


by Simple Means. 


J. S. Garothun, a sueeessftrl farmer 


and stock raiser living in Moody coun- 
ty, north of Sioux Falls, S. D., has in- 
vented an ingenious device for market- 
ing his cattle, says the Chicago Uec- 
ord-Herald. 


He has constructed a strong pen 


about 12 by 24 feet in size and 5 feet 
high. 
OJliis he fastened on sled run 


uers at each end. 
There is a gate 


through which the animals may be 
driven upon the platform. Horses are 
hitched to this moving fence, or corral 
and his cattle are marketed in this 
manner. 


The advantage is that they can be 


transferred from his feeding pens to 
the market point with less fatigue than 
if they \vere driven overland, thus 
keeping them In better condition and 
making them easier to handle.
